The recent racial comments made by attorney Melvin 
Belli point out, all too clearly, that there is a tremendous 
insensitivity to racial ephitets and slurs. MT. Belli is a well- 
educated man; he is highly respected in his field. Y 立 et， 
initially without any doubt, much less remorse, he piroud- 
ly reported that he had excused alli the“goddampn Chinese” 
who .were originally assigned to his jury. Race alone 
WwWas a significant enough factor for him to want them of 储 
his jury. 

Later,， when proclaiming his love for the Chinese Ameri- 
can community，MI. Belli said that“every Chinaman” 
in the city should be aware of his feelings for them. 

Mr: Belli, for all his experience and legal prOwWess, has 
expressed the type of racial attitudes which continue to 
haunt and hurt us today.， While his public announce- 
ments may have caused an Uproar, his private attitudes 
may be far more injurious, despite their seeming subtlety，

Board of Supes Pass 
Video Parlor Limit 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The SF 
Board of Supervisors on Monday 
passed an ordinance restricting the 
location and operating hours of 
Video parlors. The ordinance Was 
passed “unanimously without 
debate. 

Under the ordinance，YVideo 
parlors are banned from wholly 
iesidential areas, and any business 
Within 300: of a school or play- 
ground is also barred from having 
Video games. The new regulations 
define any establishment with 
11 or more Video machines as 
a Video parlor. Industrially zoned

Gill Net Law Puts Refugee 


Fishermen in Financial Bind

Vietnamese fishermen here at a

The new state law requires 
fishing boats using gill nets to stay 
within a 60 feet depth limit while 
a 1792 fedqeral law requires those 
who own a boat larger than 30 


feet or 5 tons (necessary for deep， 


water fishing) to be US citizens. 
BIND 

“The federal law had originally 
intended to exclude Russian and 
Japanese fishermen within a three 
mijle limit near the coast， 
explained Doung Bui, chairman of 
the Indochinese Community For- 
um, , a Monterey-based liaison 
source between social and govern- 
mental agencies and the local 
Vietnamese. “Now all of a sudden 
in 1977, they pulled that law out 
of nowhere and applied it to the 
Vietnamese,”he said. 

“They are in fact caught in- 
between ， two laws,” Robert 
Rubin，attorney for the fishermen 
and director of the Immigrant and 
Refugee Rights Project ip SF， 
2 “What is not being 
addressed is the bind they are put 
in with regards to those two laws.… 

Many of the Vietnamese fisher- 
men have not been here the 
required five years minimum to 
become citizens. Only two boats 
which are larger than 30 feet are 
owned by Vietnamese in the area. 
The Rights Project hopes to “strike 
abalance”by relaxing the federal 
law to _ include resident aliens， 
without resorting to legal action , 


But a lawsuit is in the works 让 no 


legislative action is taken. “The 
Vietnamese fishermen have to 
make aliving,” he explained. 

Tension has been mounting for 
the last few years between Viet- 
Damese fishermen and local fisher- 
men，as .well as environmentalists 
who blame the Vietnamese for a 
nlmber of incidents along the 
coast inyvolving the deaths of 
migratory birds， baby ” marine 
mammals，and the shark alert 
recently posted at Stinson Beach， 

FEIASCO 

Over 20,000 sea birqs washed 
ashore in Monterey Bay between 
October 1980 and August 1981， 
according to the state Fish and 
Environmental 


and the Point Reyes Bird Obser- 
vatory feel that it is the use of the 
gill nets that is causing the deaths，, 
as Well as attracting sharks at 
Stinson， 

The mortality rate is such that 


the _ breeding colony (of - migra- 


tory birds) cannot maintain its 
Species， explained Burr 
Heneman，executive director of 
the Pt，Reyes Bird Observatory， 
“There is an enormous amount of 
net out there now, "he said, citing 
the deadly hazard a large amount 
of gill nets pose to sea birds and 
marine mammals who also fish in 
the same coastal waters -as the 


fishermen 


The gil net bill，sponsored by 


State Senator Henry J， Mello of 
Watsonville，was introduced two: 
years ago and passed July 9 with 
Support 位 om environmentalists 
and the state Fish and Came 
as well，as commercial . 
fishermen groups such as the 
Pacific Coast Federation of Fisher- 
men Association. The law also 


their 


limits the use of nets to 300 feet ip 
length and applies to coastal areas 
extending from the Monterey Bay 
to Sonorma， 

“They (Vietnamese fishermen) 


are upset about the whole thing， 


Bui pointed out. “People think 
that they don't care about the 
environment，but no Vietnamese 
fisherman wants to catch a lot of 
birdqs. It takes five to six minutes to 
untangle the net. Economically 
(with repair time and cost), its a 
fiasco.”In Vietnam，they dont 
havebirds that dive; Bui noted. 
KINGEFISH 

The two regulations have put 
the approximately 10 Vietnamese 
fishing boats in Monterey Bay at 
a _ virtual _ standstill， June to 
September is usually the best time 
to catch Halibut， which con- 
gregate closer to shore，Since the 
legislation passed, the Vietnamese 
are limited to catching mainly 
kingfish，a less popular and thus 
less profitable fish， in deeper 
water. Currently， “Vietnamese 
fishermen only go out 让 there is a 
call from 3a wholesaler requesting 
a _ certain amount of kingfish 
because otherwise it is wasted, Bui 
Said. 

During July,， since thestate law 
has been in effect，the average 
number of fishing expeditions Was 
limited to twice a Week，On a 
typical trip，Bui said，a grouPp of 
three fishermen spent 12 hours 
work to catch 400 lbs， of king- 
fish for an order, .At 15 cents Per 
pound(for kingfish)，they make 
$45 for the day,，subtracting $15 
for expenses (gasoline， repairs， 
supplies)， The owner “received 


50 兄 of the profits，which leaves 


the other two crew members with 
only$11.25 for the day， 

“They actually made less than a 
dollar an hour,， Bui pointed out. 
“Iasked them why they wanted to 
go_ out 这. 让 was so unprofitable 
.. .They told me，Because it is our 
occupation and we dont want to 
全 ve 让 up.” 

Most refugees have exhausted 
18-month “Refugee， Cash 
Assistance but receive between 
$130 to $900 for child assistance. 

“Some People think that 
refugees come here to receive 
welfare,，but that's just not true， 
Bui said，citing .a 1980 Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Ser- 
Vices report which showed that 
while the state gave $20 million in 


aid for refugees,，it _ received $62 


mijllion in taxes from them， 
BRIDGE 

Most of the Vietnamese fisher- 
men have pooled all their money 
OF _ have borrowed 和 om friends 
and relatives in order to Purchase 
a24to 30 feet boat and a gill net， 
at a cost of $10,000 to $15,000 and 
$5,000, respectively. Many do not 
want to depend on welfare，bnut 
rather want to be independent in 
a profession with which they are 
familiar, Bui pointed out. 

The basis of the public outcry， 
he feels, is that many people do 
not properly understand the 
situation nor ,the Vietnamese 
people involved，Omnce a month 
Bui tries to _ bridge the gap by 
lecturing to community groups 
about the Vietnamese people and 
culture, 

The problem is not with the 


law, but with the language,”Bui 


noted. Once the Vienamese fisher- 
men are explained as to What 
regulations require，they do their 
best to uphold them, he said, 
“Since the Vietnamese bega5 
fishing here, there have been a lot 
of violations,”said Phillip Nelms 


of the state Fish and Came Dept， 
in Monterey.“But once they learn 
the laws the number of viola- 
tions go down drastically，Any- 
time you take someone 人 from one 
culture and plop them into a 
technically regulated area jlike 
commercial fishing, you cant help 
but expect a_number of viola- 
tions， 

Two months ago，the Asian 
Law Caucus ip San Francisco 
challenged Section- 8043 of the 
California Fish and Came Code， 
which requires fishermen to keep. 
afull record in English of all fresh 
fish purchased or caught charging 
that 4the _ department failed to 
provide sufficient ”information 
(EL/W 5/19/82). 

CODES 
Caucus attorney Mike Wong， 


who challenged the regulation on 
behalf of a Vietnamese fisher- 


man， Do Ang Trung，felt that 这 
discriminated against Vietnamese 
fishermen“who neither read nor 
write the English language.…” 
“We wanted to convince the 
District Attorney's office that the 
charges where somewhat petty 
and technical” he said. The 
charges were dropped against his 
client，but the fishermamn .Was 
requiredto pay a$50 feeto the Fish 
and _ Game ， Preservation fund. 
Code 8043 still stands and many 
more citations have been issued 
since then, Wong noted. 
“Sometimes the fishermen dont 
have time to write oOut 
everything,” Bui of the 
Indochinese Community FEorum 
pointed out. Even' when they do 
keep records, many do _ not 环 noW 
the exact technical terms or narmes 
of certain fish. “Most Vietnamese 
are usually good about keeping 
numbers, but we are trying to get 
certain names most commonly 


used translated into Vietnamese; 


he said. 

Nelms with the Fish and Came 
Dept. understands that there is a 
problem with translation of Fish 
and Came codes.“There are Some 
terms that ， dont have “an 
equivalent: 记 Vietnamese 一 
we're talking about two very 
dissimilar languages，There are 
also a number of Vietnamese Who 
are illiterate in their own 
language.” 

According> to Neljms，the state 
Fish and Game Dept. is making an 
effort to get additional transla- 
tions of the codes into 
Vietnamese through the Univer- 
sity of California system. Current= 
ly，only the portion of the Code 
book Ppertaining to commercial 
fishing is translated，but even 
there，some codes have been left 
out, Bui said . 

Prior to receiving 
California fishermen must pay a 
$40 fee ($170 for boat owners) 
and, 计 they Plan to use gill nets， 
take a ,basic code and procedure 
test given by the state Fish and 


Game Dept. Tests are also given 也 起 
according to Bui， 


Vietnamese; 
with translators present to explain 
questions，All Vietnamese fisher- 


men have two months of English 


training in fishing terminology 


and how to use the mayday 下 


channel in case of an emergency 


and how to idqentify themselves 


over the radio. 


Due .to competition， limited . 
Tesources and Skill (fishermen 
commonly use gill nets ip Viet- 
nam) the Vietnamese fishermen in 


the Monterey Bay have little 
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opportunity to try for other fish. 
Those using gill nets are Prohi- 
bited by law to catch such fish as 
salmon or bass，with the threat of 
a $500 to $700 fine for each fish 
ilegally caught. : 
Most recently, charges have also 
been leveled against store Owners 
in the East Bay who have bought 
bass or salmon which depart- 
ment officials have determined to 
have distinct gill net markings， 
according to Wong at the Asian 
Law Caucus. The violation brings 
amisdemeanor charge and a fine， 
With legislation pending to make 
the acceptapce of ilegally caught 


fish a felony: 

“It all boils dqown to _ the fact 
that the fishing industry is taking a 
hard jline against Vietnamese 
fishermen,”VWong stated，“almost 
to a point of harassment.” 

Both Heneman from the Pt. 
Reyes “Bird ”Observatory ”and 
Nelms from Fish and Came point 


.out that they are not trying to 


push the -Vietnamese out of 
fishing,” but rather they are 
Ieacting to the impact increased 
gill net fishing is having on the 
environIment， 

According to Heneman，legisla- 
tion (AB 2581) which will give the 
state Fish and Came department 
more leeway in controlling their 
Iegulations and possibly over- 


Viet Fishermen Worry 
Over Their Future 


MOSS LANDING 一 Long Tu 
and his brother named their 
26-foot boat the Da Nang 7T，after 
their native port city in Vietnam 
where they， their father and 
grandfather had fished， The two 
fishermen andqd a third crew- 
member, Pua Huynh, had all fled 
Vietnam three years ago ip hope 
of finding a new start in an old 
profession，but a state law passed 
last July requiring them to use 
their gill nets in deeper water is 
slowly drying up that hope. 

“We worry very much,” 40- 
year-old Huynh said. “We dont 
know what to do.”Despite the 
worries， though， they ”remain 
Positive about their new home. 
“We love America and the 
American people,”Tu said.“We 
realize that it is a small minority 
who don'tlike us here.” 

HALIBUT 

The Tu's came by way of a HK 
refugee camp and Utah，where 
they had sponsors,，before arriving 


in the Monterey area. Huynh and 


his family escaped by boat from 
Vietnam to a Malaysian refugee 
camp for 17 months，later immi- 
grating to New York and finally 
settling in Monterey, near Seaside. 
_EFor the last month，the trio 
have omily been out to fish,twice a 
Week for kingfish on the 60 feet 


- border，either for a wholesale 


order or for food，The more 
profitable halibut haunt the shore 
and thus cannot be caught with 
the gill nets urmer the new state 
law.， According to Huynh， a 
two-dqay halibut catch could bring 
ip about $2-4000 gross during the 
height of the season (June- 


August)，but a kingfish catch is 


only one-quarter of that amount. 
Boats largerthan 30 feet 一 which 
can only be owned by a US citizen 
一 could gross $3-4,000 a week 
because of the heavy equipmenit 
Used to pull up nets. 

Since the 18-month limit is up 
for federal assistance for the Tus 
:and Huynh,-they can only depend 
on supplemental child assistance 
to live on，Tu，who has seven 
children，receives approximately 
$900 a.month in assistance，and 
Huynh， who has six _ children， 
Teceives about $800 a month in 
subsidy.， Neither live in public 
housing，but rather in low-cost 
cottages in a predominantly Viet- 
namese and 下 orean Deighbor- 
hood. ， 

Unjlike the confrontation 
between Vietnamese and: local 
fishermen in Calveston Bay in 
Texas; a few year ago，there has 


not been any physical violence 


against the Vietnamese fishermen， 
only a lot of verbal abuse by other 
fishermen，according to Duong 
Bui of the Indochinese Com- 


ImmunityForum in Monterey， 


But any abuse is bad，noted 
Linda_Certsma，a Vietnamese 


.woman who owns the 28-foot Sai- 


gom. “My language is poor，but I 
can still get by,”said Gertsma 
who came to the US over 10 years 
ago with her Amerian husband. 
“Many refugees don't exactly 
know whbat people mean，but I 
hear what they say and it hurts 一 
TI feel the pain， What are we 
stealingP The fish in the seap?” 

“Most of the later refugees have 
only first to second grade 
education,” Bui noted， “Those 
who came in 1975 had more 
education， with an 
unemployment 人 gure of only 
3.5 勾 ，The population of Ido- 
chinese refugees in the Mont- 
erey area number about 1,400, he 
Said. 

Many are in vocational 
language training; Some work as 
welders，auto mechanics，body 
shop workers,， or electrical assem- 
blers in a firm 20 miles away im 
Salinas，Bui said. Huynh and Tu 
are willing to go into other fields， 
“But who will train usP?”Huynh 
askedq. Almost all of the approxi- 
mately 50 Vietnamese fishermen 
here are from the fishing industry 
in the Da Nang region of Viet- 
nam， 

The fishermen settled in Mont- 
erey,， Where fishing is a major 
industry，JIn the center of the 
controveIsy are the gill nets the 
Vietnamese have been using to 
catch Halibut in an area less than 
60 .feet  _ deep， 了 nnviron- 
mentajlists and the state Fish and

“If we cant fish with nets,they 
should have at least given Us an 
Opportunity to get the 也 vestment 
back from the halibut net or fish 
another way,” Certsma said.“The 
laws are a way of forcing us out， 
but Im not going to quit no 
matter what, They have hurt me 
and my people very much.” 

Luong Hoang，54，fled from 
Vietnam a year ago， leaving 
behind two lucrative 60-foot 
fishing boats, and arriving empty- 
handed in Santa Ana. Last month 
he came to Monterey to obtain a 
job as a crewman on a 45-foot 
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Fishermen Long Tu 人 (far leftb)， Pua Huynh，and Then Huynh 


boat ”owned by a Vietnamese 
Women who is a US citizen， The 
boat he was on was able to catch 
1500 lbs of redfish (at 40e a lb) the 
first day. 

The expedition seemed Profit- 
abjle to Hoang, who hopes to bring 
his wife and five children from 
Santa Ana to -Monterey soon， 
When asked about the change in 
his life, from a large boat owner to 


”crewman，he Teplied,“It doesn't 


make a difference; Tm looking for 
the future of the children. Tll go 
wherever there is a job. I qdo not 
want to depend on welfare,”he 
added.“Im trying to pursue the 
fishing profession.” 

Another alternative for the 
Vietnamese fishermen is to 
Purchase larger boats, but the cost 
of a fishing boat larger than 
30-foot for deep water fishing can 
be as high as $70,000,， with engine 
repairs costing $8,000，Although 
Gertsma is a US citizen，she still 
cannot aford to own a larger boat: 
“Who will lend us the money?” 
she asked. 

Gertsma is one of very few 
Vietnamese 记 。 Monterey who 
truck fish directly up to the Bay 
Area,， thus avoiding Paying a 
middleman. Kingfish is bought by 
a Wholesaler at 15c per lb， bnuit 
when it is brought directly to the 
dealers，it brings in 30c a jlhb. 
Although the savings are minimal， 
taking into account time and gas，

“Most Japanese were self-em- 
ployed. The cleaning business Was 
Very big at the _ time. Japanese 
cleaners were Spread everywhere， 
But even for Japanese whbo lived 
outside the_ community，all the 
cultural activities were here,”he 
Said. 

“There were a lot of bachelors 
and a fair number of families. 
Japanese women came over as 
picture brides,” said Yori Wada， 
UC Regent and former director of 
the Buchanan YMCA. “A few 
Japanese lived in Chinatown，but 
most Japanese lived in Japantown 
because they were not allowed to 
move out.” 

RELOCATION 

When World War II broke onut 
all Japanese were evacuated fom
